THE RUSSIAN FORCES ON THE _ 
CHINESE FRONTIER! + | 

The Gasette Diplomatiqne gives the follow- 
ing particulars a8 to the force which Russia 
has at the presont timo upon the frontier 
of China. ‘he Rusaian army upon the 
Amour, undor the orders of Genoral 
Anitchkin, includes 9,000 infantry und 
4,000 ecavalry—tho latter, Cossacks, or ir- 
regular troops, armed with repeating rifles— 
under tho conmand of Prince Sayn-Witt- 
genstoin-Berleburg, who has alreuily dis- 
Uinguished ‘himself in the wars of the 
Caucagus. “The «artillery consiate of o 
brigads of three battories. with oight guns 
each. Thero is considerable diffeulty in 
roinforcing these troops, except the itregular 
cavalry, which is contitiually being re- 
cruited by volunteers, who join in the bone 
of gotting some loot. The Russian floti la 
upon the Amour consists of several 
steatnors, which would be of great service 
Gf the xiver was not*blocked by ice during 
so many months of the yeur,. Owing to the 
rough character of the cunntry the fronticr 
is aleuost entiroly unprotected throughout 
the province of Irkutsk, for no army could 
obtain fond or, execute any manosuyres in 
this mountainous region, Upon the Kuldja 
aide, the Russjans, being nearer their base 
of operations, have a much larger force. 
Thus their artillery forms an offective’ of 
forty-eight mountain’ or mounted batteries, 
while tho forca of infantry is from 16,000 
to}l8,000 strong, drawn from the Turkealan 
troops and from tho provinces of Omak and 
‘Tomsk, when supplies can easily be sent to 
the Irbitch, The cavalry numbers about 
9,000. Cossacks and irrogulars, and can 
easily bo reinforced by 4,000 or 5,00) more. 
The army of ‘Turkestan numbers about 
45,000, and us it oconpies a larga stretch of 
territory no large contingent could be drawn 
from it, ‘In tle event of un expedition the
